As one of the newer members on the staff at the Cape Playhouse, in my 
third season, | have been impressed at the warm atmosphere among the staff, 
cast and newspaper reporters who make up the Playhouse “family.” 


What makes this theatre different from other summer theatres? 


| have found a high degree of professionalism here. But this profession- 
alism is not of the cold, perfectionist type. It is smoothness combined with a 
warm, relaxed feeling, which makes everyone seem part of a family. 


One of the reasons for this atmosphere is the congeniality of the staff. 
Not only are there frequent parties given by the management, but staff 
members and friends of the Playhouse invite cast and staff alike to many 
festivities. Eve and John Carey host a weekly Tuesday afternoon tea where 
everyone associated with the current production is welcome. 


Other benefits lie in the fact that this theatre is run by a _ non-profit 
organization. Instead of profits pouring into a miserly owner's pocket, every 
cent is re-invested into running the Playhouse. Unlike some corporations, one 
may be confident that necessary improvements will be made as soon as 
financially possible. For this reason, there is little staff frustration at old 
equipment never being replaced or improved. 


Since there is a comfortable environment to work in, staff turnover from 
year to year is slight. Many of our technicians work at the Opera Co. of 
Boston, which enables them to return here each summer. Some staff members 
have been here a decade or more. Our scenic designers have returned for 
over 20 summers! That has to be some kind of a record. 


The technicians and management are not alone in their loyalty to “Amer- 
ica’s Most Famous Summer Theatre.” Looking at old publicity posters displayed 
backstage, one finds many big name stars who have returned again and 
again; Shirley Booth, Barbara Bel Geddes, Van Johnson, Tammy Grimes and 
Vivian Vance to name just a few. John and Patty Duke Astin told the Dennis 
Yacht Club that this was the “best’ summer theatre to work at. 


The Cape Playhouse boasts a few Gold Key Subscribers, who have attended 
productions since the theatre first opened 49 years ago. 


Even newspaper reporters hate to leave the Playhouse. One reporter 
recently commented on how calm and friendly the atmosphere was compared 
with other summer theatres.

Looking through old scrap books, one finds some of our present reviewers 
have been members of “our family” for a long time. Elliot Norton of the BOS- 
TON HERALD AMERICAN recently reviewed “The Two of Us” starring Lynn 
Redgrave. Mr. Norton’s Dennis dateline was also found in the old BOSTON 
POST and RECORD AMERICAN. Prof. Earl Dias of the NEW BEDFORD STAND- 
ARD TIMES has been around Dennis for many years. Evelyn Lawson used to 
have her own desk in our business office when she assisted us with publicity. 
She still reviews weekly in the CAPE COD STANDARD-TIMES. 


One of our newer reviewers, Thor Eckert Jr. of THE CHRISTIAN SCIENCE 
MONITOR, who has invited our treasurer to dinner on occasion, makes the 
trip to Dennis more often than any other Boston newspaperman. Sometimes, 
instead of receiving the customary complimentary press seats, he and his 
family will pay for their tickets just to enjoy the Playhouse. 


Perhaps one of the strongest reasons for the family-feeling is that in its 
49 years, the Cape Playhouse has had only three managing directors, all of 
whom grew with the theatre; Raymond Moore who founded it, Richard Aldrich 
who expanded its success to the Falmouth Playhouse and Cape Cod Music 
Circus (now, Melody Tent) and Charles Mooney who climbed through the ranks 
starting as an apprentice. 


One finds the necessary amount of professionalism at the Cape Playhouse 
as any subscriber can tell you. But what makes this summer theatre different 
is the congenial atmosphere which makes working at the Playhouse more like 
a vacation than a full-time summer job.
